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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 23 and 33, the prior art fails to show or suggest a rack mount 
computing system or a method for rack mounting, respectively, whereby the rack spaces are 
"1U" thick. It is noted that it would not have been obvious to have provided the rack structure 
with spaces having the size and thickness of 1U, since there is no teaching and/or motivation of 
such a size. 

With respect to claims 60 and 72, the prior art of record fails to show or suggest a rack 
mount computing system or a method for rack mounting, respectively, "consisting essentially" of 
the elements recited therein the claims. It is noted that there is no motivation to provided just the 
elements recited therein.
